scheme, was naturally

when in London recently. To a Dafly. 
Chronicle reporter Sir Sandford potet- 
ed out that Canadians attach the high- 
est importance to It as another bond 
ot empire. It might be expected to 
'expand-Wade between Canada and Aus- 
tralia, not ^at present very extensive. 
That, however, was 'quite overshad- 
owed by the value .it would have la 
•the Imperial sense. Sir Sandford has 
given years of study to this question of 
an all-British cable, and his ideas, 
thereon quite girdle the globe./' 


"Granted the present scheme," he 


remarked, "and yon will reach Austra- 
lia without having a foot, of your wire 
on foreign territory; _ Why not have 
another cable bringing you back - to 
London by Western Australia, Ooeos 
Island, Mauritius, and South Africa? 
At Cocos Island you could establish 
branch lines to Singapore and Cdiont- 
bo, so Joining up with the whole: of 
Asia and India. From Cape Town go 
to St Helena, Ascension Island, Bar- 
badoes and Bermuda, where you are 
in near relation to the present Atlantic 
cables. Measuring the cable as 'von 
piit it into the sea at Vancouver, yoa 
Would need 23,000 knots of it to reach. 
Bermuda. The expense would be be- 
tween £5,000,000 and £6,000,000 «""f 
just think : what you would have'for 
the money."

Until today the 
prince of the prophets of the Midway 
was tbe man in the employ of the Ha- 
waiian Village Company, Limited.

If one road failed, the other 
would be there, so making us very se- 
cure. Apart from anything else", I look 
forward to ihe.electric cable becoming 
the great means of communication be- 
tween the various quarters of the 
world. I can see, in the dim distance; 
the .day, when a newspaper will be able 
to publish intelligence concerning tbe 
most distant parts, as fully and a* 
promptly as if it related to its own 
city. We do not yet fully realize the 
value of electricity as a means of oon- 
mtfnicating over long dtatanaces. YOB 
telephone from the Strand to Piccadil- 
ly, but you could accomplish your pur- 
pose by sending a messenger. Not «o 
when thousands of miles Intervene; 
then the supreme value of the electric 
telegraph is apparent The-expense 
lies in constructing a line, and Oat. 
once done all la simple. Here it IK 
use it to the utmost; keep It going ev- 
ery minute of the twenty-four noon. 
If you can send a telegram for sixpence 
in England, why should it so quickly 
cost yon six shillings if you go fvM^ 
England? The next great advance at 
the world will probably be in revpeet 
of quick and cheap <*rrmTT"TnJT'irttAn be- 
tween all parts of it"

NEW STEAMERS. 


John H. Wilson left last evening for 


^Chicago, Washington and. New York. 
Mr. Wilson, with Honolulu associates, 
is going into the inter-Island steamer 
trade. He lias two small steamers at 
Seattle now.

anywhere else. I find that men who 
have had no experience in agriculture 
bnt who have some money are the ones 
who are in earnest' about wanting to 
try for land or opportunity In the Isl- 
ands. A couple'of brokers have talked 
sugar stocks to me and say they would1 
buy at once if th&e was a cable. I think 
a little sugar stock will be sold here 
anyhow.

"Pid I ever loot like that? Well, 


hardlyj" said James W. Girvin on Sat- 
urday, when he was asked about the 
picture in the Call of September 2d that 
had his name, under it. 


"And yet that Is a picture of James 


W. Girvin all right, for I happen to 
kaow him well; to my sorrow, I might 
almost say, Do you know that that 
man has been the bane of my life, al- 
most from the day he waa born and 
was unfortunate enough to be named 
James W. Girvin, the same as myself? 
I have run across that man every- 
where, In all sorts of odd ways and 
places.- He has opened my mail, cashed 
my checks, been mistaken for me by 
hundreds of people from San Diego to 
San Franclso and back again; in fact, 
at one time he actually made my life 
miserable. He was always where I waa 
expected and generally got there first 
and his name, being the same as mine, 
people talked to him as the real James 
W, Girvin and looked on me as an im- 
postor. And it was a singular fact that 
many of the bills he contracted were 
presented to me for payment 


"You would hardly believe it pos- 


sible for two men to cross each other's 
paths as we have done. About the 
first time I ran across him was in this 
way: I owned a lot in Piedmont Ceme- 
tery, Oakland, which had the name 
James W. Girvin painted on a post at 
the foot. On one Of my visits to the 
cemetery I could -not' find the lot; at 
least, not the lot wtth my name on it 
The lots were all about the same size 
and looked very much alike, and, a? I 
had been away some years since the 
post was put up, I thought I might 
have mistaken the location. I went to 
the same lot several times feeling sure 
It was the right one, but somebody 
else's name was on the post I went 
to the superintendent of the cemetery 
and asked him if James W. Girvin 
didn't own a lot there.

Well, 
the father-in-law of the other Girvin 
showed his bill of sale of the cemetery 
lot jand'-bad the, name changed, but, 
owing to toe similarity of names,' his 
name was put on my lot by mistake. 
After some trouble, we got the mistake 
rectified, but it" resulted in my getting 
acquainted with a men who was con- 
tinually crossing my path afterwards.

"When-did ypu run across him last, 


Mr. Girvin?" was asked. 
"Oh, the last time I was in Califor- 


nia. I met him one day on Broadway 
in Oakland. He was on his uppers and 
struck me for a loan of |60. I had not 
the money in my pocket, but gave him 
a check for the money on one of the 
Oakland banks, the cashier of which 
,was one of my personal friends. I made 
the check payable to James W. Girvin 
and signed it James W. Girvin with- 
out tHi*Tring of any further trouble. 
About an hour after I happened to pass 
by that particular bank, when my at- 
tention, was attracted, by a loud alter- 
cation going on inside. I looked In, 
and there was the other James W. Gir- 
vin and my friend, the casnier, almost 
coming tO'btows. It appears that the 
other Girvin had endorsed my,check 
and presented it for payment The 
cashier knew H was not my signature 
on the back of the check, and, thinking 
I had drawn It payable to myself in- 
stead of the other Girvin, had not only 
refAed to pay it but had accused the 
other Girvin of wrongfully signing my 
name to obtain the money. As soon aa 
I went in both parties appealed to me. 
I said to the cashier, "The man is right; 
he la James W. Girvin and I will vouch 
for him.' The cashier said In all hta 
experience be had never run across 
such a singular instance resulting from 
a similarity of names.

The following items are taken from 


Japanese exchanges brought by the 
Coptic yesterday: 


According to telegrams published' 16 


Tokyo papers, 600 people have been' 
killed and some 1,000 injured at the 
Besshi copper mine, in lyo province, 
Shikokn. No details as to the origin 
of the disaster, etc., are yet known, 
but it is supposed to have been caused 
by the inundation of the mine after 
the recent severe storm of wind and 
rain. Of the dead, 120 bodies have 86 
far been recovered. A party of stfr-' 
geons and other helpers have 
left 


Osaka for the scene of the catastrophe. 
The copper mine is the property of the. 
Sumitomo family of Osaka. 


According to. a telephone comniuni- 


cation received by the Jiji from Osaka, 
the storm raged most fiercely in the 
neighborhood of the mine from 7 to 9 
p. m. on the 28th ult. Considerable 
damage WAS done to the property b§-" 
longing to the mine. At Sekigayama 
a landslip occurred, demolishing1 a 
boarding-house of mine officials and, 
killing seven people. In the mine, how<r, 
ever, appalling mortality took place. 
As far as can be ascertained at pres,- 
ent 500 to 600 persons have been killed 
and about 80 injured. In the railway 
track No. 3 tunnel fell In burying more 
than 20 men. A large supply of prot- 
visions, etc., is being sent from Osaka 
and other places. Owing to the inter- 
ruption of the telegraph details are 
very tardily coming. Before the disr 
aster the total number of officials and 
miners employed at the mine was, 
6,000, The loss sustained by the own- 
ers, the Sumitomo family, owing to 
the present catastrophe, is roughly es- 
timated at 100,000 yen.

Report of 'the Insular 


.Commission. 


Submits for Adoption a. Coda o 


Laws to Replace the Present 


Military Regime. 


. WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The Insu 
lar Commission, consisting of Genera 
Kennedy, Judge Curtis and Major Wat 
kins, which has given six months 
study to the conditions of Porto Rico 
today made its report to Secretary 
Root. It recommends a form of civi 
government for the islands, to take the 
place of the present military regime 
and submits for adoption a code o 
laws. 


These laws, it recommends, shoulc 


be placed in operation by the execu 
tive decree, arguing that a Congress' 
lonal enactment of general laws woulc 
change the status of the island toward 
the United States and make it part of 
the constitutional territory of the 
United States. The code of laws and 
the civil government proposed do no 
give to Porto Rlcans the elective fran 
chise for any offices nor extend to them 
the privilege of trial by jury except In 
cases of felonies or qivil cases involv 
ing an amount in excess of $500. I 
recommends that the military force re- 
main In the island, but be kept in the 
background and touch the people only 
with a soft hand. English is to be 
made the official language of the isl- 
and, but for the present all except the 
Federal courts are to be conducted in 
Spanish. 


The code obliterates all Spanish law 


and royal decrees and all systems of 
procedure and substitutes the provi- 
sions of the code modified after the 
laws of the States of the United States 
and declares the common law anc 
principles of equity to be in future the 
law of the land where no specific direc- 
tion is found in the code. 


In place of the Spanish system o: 


courts an American system is provid- 
ed; a supreme court, a district cour 
and a probate, with limited civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, and justices o: 
the peace and police courts in the cit- 


. les; also a federal court to have ex 


elusive jurisdiction of all federal ques- 
tions and concurrent jurisdiction in 
civil and criminal matters. 


There are to be five supreme judges 


three of whom are to be American am 
two natives. 


A complete civil, county, township 


and city government is to be provided 
and all officials of the civil administra- 
tion are to he natives, the higher offi- 
cers to be appointed by the President 
the others by the Governor Genera 
and the County Commissioners^ 


A public school system with provi- 


sion for a superintendent and Board o: 
Public Instruction and a complete sys- 
tem of public schools, conducted in 
English by American teachers, is pro- 
vided and also night schools for illit- 
erate adults. The right to teach Span- 
ish where demanded is given. 


Full general corporation and railroat 


laws with the right of eminent domaii 
are provided, thus opening the Islam 
to competition and ending the system 
of franchises to favored corporations. 


All taxes which bear heavily on the 


poor and all double taxes on non-resi- 
dents are abrogated. A marriage law 
is provided like those in the States 
with a plan for legalizing consent mar- 
riage and legitimatizing children, one- 
half of whom on the island were born 
out of wedlock. 


The commission recommends that 


the proposed code be put into effect at 
once by the President without waiting 
for Congress to legislate on the ques- 
tion, saying that, the people of the isl- 
and are in distress and are still being 
oppressed by the old Spanish laws and 
customs; leaving for Congress the 
question of such after-legislation 
as 


may be deemed best 


The commission states that the Por- 


to Ricans have lost their markets in 
Spain for their coffee by reason of in- 
creased duties and the industry is now 
languishing for want of an immediate 
market for their productions; that 
many of the people are dependent up- 
on this industry for employment and 
subsistence and that there must be 
distress until the 
coffee raisers and 


coffee-handlers can bluld up a trade 
with the United States, and it recom- 
mends that the Government of the 
United States purchase the coffee for 
our army and navy in Porto Rico. 


As to franchises the laws submitted 


do away with all nece«sitv for the sale 
of franchises or special grants there- 
for bjr permitting anv persons to in- 
corporate under the general incorpor- 
ation1 law and extending the right of 
eminent domain to all quasi-public cor- 
porations. 


There onght, in the op'nion of the 


commission, to be a general revision of 
the tariff rates on articles imported b> 
the Island from the United States and 
reductions made on articles of prime 
necessity and total release on some ar- 
ticles. This new revision, it 5» 
ar- 


<med, should be made at once and pot 
in force 
Following this it to suggest- 


ed that Congress grant authority to the 
President to arrange a «cbedute of re- 
ciprocal tariff duties in Porto Rico 
The commission lays stress on the 
reed of dvil reform in the island and 
Bar* 


All thr complications growing out of 


the currency in Porto Rico cannot b* 
remedied until Congress shall place a 
sufficient fund 
in the hands of tbe 


President in tbe shape of ullrer c*rtln- 
catee or treasury notes, all legal ten- 
der for their fa<y raloe, to enabte him 
to take np all the Porto Rlcaa «Ur«r 
and authorize htm to bare it re-cof&et) 


into American silver dollars or certlfl 
cates to replace those used In the pur 
chase or taking up of the Porto Rlcan 
silver, the differences between the bul 
lion value and the sixty cents paid fo 
them being charged to the island and 
when practicable, to be converted lute 
United States Treasury reserves. Thi 
needs authorization of Congress an 
such authority to be asked for and it 
necessity pointed out.

The Kahikinui Ranch is 


Reported Sold. 


The Barkontlne Cleaner Loses Her 
\ 
Foremast While on the Equa- 


tor—Other Happenings. 


MAUI, Sept. 9, 1893.—It is reported 


that Gear, Lansing & Co. of Honolulu 
have recently purchased Kahikinui 
ranch of A. Enoa & Co., of Wailuku, 
for $100,000. This deal includes sev- 
eral thousand acres in fee simple be- 
tween Kanaio and Kahikinui, the lease 
from the Government for the Kahiki- 
nui lands (several thousand acres 
more) and 4000 head of cattle. The 
last mentioned were sold at $12 a head 
making a total of $48,000, for the cattle 
alone. It is stated that the Govern- 
ment receives about $3000 annual 
rental for their lands and that the lease 
has only one year more to run. MauJ 
kamaainas think favorably of the 
transaction, for Kahikinui is famous 
for raising the fattest cattle on the 
Islands, and A Enos & Co. have made 
a large fortune since they first leased 
the Government lands. Not only that 
but the price of beef is constantly ris- 
ing on Maui and will continue to do 


for some time inasmuch as the other 


Island ranches have but few cattle 
ready for market.

SHORT OF BEETS 


California Beet Raisers 


Alarmed. 


Plant Destroyer Has Aopsared in 


Salinas Val'ey art a Oihar S ac- 


tions—Much Damage Done. 


OAKLAND, Aug. SL—The beet-rais- 


ers throughout the State are alarmed 
lest the new disease that has developed 
in the sugar-raising sections seriously 
injure the chances for a big yield. The 
trouble) so far, has 'been most serious 
in the Salinas valley section, but re- 
cent reports from Alvarado and Pleas- 
anton, in this county, are to the effect 
that tbe plant destroyer has appeared 
in that neighborhood, and unless 
something is done to check it immedi- 
ately much damage will be done to 
growing crops. 


Little or nothing has been said in 


print about the matter, but very seri- 
ous apprehensions have been enter- 
tained for more than a month past. In 
the large beet plantation near Salinas 
it was noticed that the leaves of the 
beets were -curling up and the beets 
themselves were not maturing as they 
should. The proprietors of the factor- 
ies at Salinas and Watsonville sent 
down Mr. Koebele and other entomo- 
logical experts, supposing that the 
trouble originated with an insect pest 
and that it might be discovered and its 
work counteracted. 


Mr. Koebele and the rest were not 


able to discover any insect, and re- 
ported that the trouble was-probably 
due to unfavorable climatic conditions. 
It is understood that most of the beets 
in that region are affected in various 
degrees, and that a tract of about 2,000 
acres, which would have yielded some 
25,000 tons of beets, has "become a total 
failure. 


The serious question, which cannot 


be fully answered until the beet fac- 
tories commence the year's run, is 
whether the new disease of the beets, 
whatever it may be, will prevent the 
beets from yielding the usual amount 
of sugar, or will impede the operation 
of extraction. 
Last year there were 


troubles with the beets which were 
rather serious, but they were of a 
different kind; then the juice contained' 
elements which caused it to assume a 
gelatinous condition and interfered 
with the success of the diffusion pro- 
cess. 


John L. Howard, who is the presi- 


dent of the Alvarado company, as well 
as of the Union Sugar Company, which 
has its large hew plant at Betteravia* 
in the Santa Maria valley, Santa Bar- 
bara county, has undertaken to ascer- 
tain the character and probable effects 
of the new disease. He has engaged 
Professor Rising of the State Univer- 
sity, Professor Eisen, who is a noted 
microscopist, and Professor Harkness 
of the Academy of Scientists to make 
analyses of the beets and discbver? if 
possible, what the trouble is. * When 
the beets, which have been affected are 
cross-sectioned the rings appear to be 
full of small dark spots. This is ob- 
served in some of the beet ground at 
Pleasanton, and they will be among 
the first tested by the scientific gentle- 
men referred to. 


The Alvarado Sugar Factory 
will 


probably begin its year's run a week 
from next Monday. The probable crop 
of beets is 40,000 tons, which will not 
be sufficient to justify running the 
waole factory; probably only onerhalf 
of the machinery will be run this year. 
All the other beet factories in the State 
will be more or less short of beets dur- 
ing the present year.

Oar school opened Monday, Septem- 


ber 5, with an average number ot stu- 
dents and a f acuKy the sanje as that of 


• last year. Our enrollment this year is 
37. Seven, of these .girls are" entirely 
supported by pare'nts, 19 partly supr 
ported by parents or guardians, and ll 


: are paid for by friends and societies 
who are interested in the school. 


It is pleasant, ia looking over bur 
year's work, to see how many are in- 
terested in us, and to know that many 
of these :have helped us .for several 
past years. Hon. C. R. Bishop, the 
Central Union Sunday School, the H. 
M, C. S., the Kohala King's Daughters, 
Mrs. M; S. Rice, Mr. H. Waterhonse, 
: Mr, C. M. Coqke, ;and':Mr. Dodge have 


contributed generously towards pur 
support. • We have also been .added by 


- gifts from toany kind friends both in 


Honolulu and Kohala. 


We have been striving to make man- 


ual training as-much of a feature of 
our work as possible, and at lost feel 
that the basils for much of the work is 
fairly "laid. We have tegular classes 
in native work; that is, the making of 
hats, mats, fans, baskets, etc., from 
bamboo and lauhala. *The girls are 
taking great interest in this work, 
and are expecting to make exhibitions 
of the same in Honolulu and Hilo. One 


; of our girls teaches this native -work 


two days in "the week at Ainakea 
School. We are hoping that all the 
Government schools, in this district 
may be allowed to adopt this, work, for 


• we have girls competent and anxious 
to teach the same. 
A: dressmaking department, which 


we have so long Heeded, is at last a 
reality. .The'. sewing machine, with 
which the Kohafa King's Daughters so 
kindly remembered us this year, has 
proved to be a most useful gift. Mrs. 
Deemer came to us in May, and so we 
hope to get this department in work- 


; jaot fail to be'a great incentive to ^tpr 
"girls. These native girls are always 
glad of an opportunity to learn any- 
thing which will make them independ- 
ent Some of our girls have gone but 
sewing and some cooking this year. 
All have done well. 


Our Christian Endeavor Society ^still 


holds its usual meetings. The society 


- has grown and extended lis work this 


year, and proved its usefulness and 
helpfulness in many -ways. The girls 
are at present busy with their commit- 
tee reports, which they hope to-send 
to Honolulu, that they-may be repre- 
sented at the Christian Endeavor con- 


~ ventlon. 
. ; 
We-bave been much helped this year 


by the many-kind friends who have 
spoken to our girls at the Sunday 
evening : meetings. 
Mr. Kekuewa 


speaks, to our girls every Monday 
morning at prayers, and helps us in 
this way, as he has for several past 
years. Mr. Kong Tet Yin-Is at present 
also coming each week at prayer-time 
to speak to the Chinese girls. 


Our girls still study native Bible- 


reading and have shown a marked im- 
provement In that .line. 
- 


We have many pleasant times to look 


back upon this past year. Brightest of 
these stands out the happy Christmas 
time, when we were again enabled, 
through kind friends, to give our girls 
a Christmas tree. Through the efforts 
of the Kohala King's Daughters, we 
were able not only to remember the 
girls of our own school with gifts at 
this time, but also all the children of 
the native church, so it was truly a 
happy time for each and every one. 


Our greatest effort, perhaps, of the 


year, has been to raise an endowment 
for our school. Our first idea in re- 
gard to this was that it should be an 
endowment for furthering the indus- 
trial work, but afterwards it was 
thought best not to so limit the use of 
.the money. The school is much in 
need of being placed on a firmer finan- 
cial basis; and we hope to accomplish 
this by means of oar circulars. These 
circulars, which we commenced send- 
ing oat in January, read as follows: 
To the Friends of Education, Greeting: 


We, the ondendgBed board of mana- 


gers and teachers of tie Kohala Girls' 
School, beg leave to present the follow- 
ing statement for your careful consid- 
eration: 
v 


This school, which Is conducted un- 


der the auspices of tbe Board ot the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Association, .Is 
tbe oldest and most important board- 
ing-school for Hawaiian girts on the 
Island of Hawaii. It was established 
by Rev. Ellas Bond In 1875. and has 
sent out many welMralned young 
women. It gives Its pupils—varying In 
number from forty to sixty—tbe usual 
course of study form* in ths, public 
school* with tbe added advantage of 
Christian culture, and training In 
cooking, sewing, laundry and general 
housework. Its object has ever been 
to give Hawaiian girls such an educa- 
tion as TronJd bent fit them, not only 
to earn a llring, but aloo to be of serv- 
ice to their race. 


Tbe stbool has thus far been largely 


dependent for its support on tbe b*nev- 


of a few. Its small endowment 


should be Increased to at least $60,- 
000.1 Tnls would place it on a firmer 
basis, increase its appliances, and so 
enlarge its usefulness. 


We, therefore, the- teachers and 


board of managers, make an.earnest 
appeal to all who are Interested in the 
advancement of the Hawaiian race, for 
aid In raising this fund.

: In' addition to the circular, we have 
also sent out in some cases, a bit of 
the history of our school, which Mr. 
E. C. Bond has thus written: 


"In response to a request for some 


information concerning the origin and 
history of the Kohala Girls' SchooJ, I 
will state as follows: 
. "It is my impression that the school 
originated in'-the demand of the time 
for schools that would give to the Ha- 
waiian girls a higher and broader .edu- 
cation than was available at the pub- 
lic schools, and probably in an accep- 
tation of the adage that the character 
of a nation depends largely on the 
character of its mothers. What other 
influences may have combined .with 
these for the inception of the school, 
I am unable to say. 


"The building operations must have 


begun about the middle of the year 
1874.. It will be noted that: this was 
previous to the passage of the reci- 
procity treaty; consequently previous 
to: the timerof prosperity which. fol- 
lowed that event 


''Money was scarce and mechanics 


were not readily secured. A carpenter 
was found to undertake the building, 
•but the work must • be pushed, and, 
with characteristic force, Rev. Ellas 
Bond, at. that time pastor of the na- 
tive church and founder of the school, 
devoted his unstinted energies, body 
and'soul, from early dawn to the dark- 
ening hours of evening, to the speedy 
accomplishment of the work, in the 
capacity, of laboring mechanic and 
overseer,-in a manner that seriously 
injured and permanently undermined 
his health. 
"The school opened December 1, 


1874, wlth-Miss E. W. Lyons, who had 
been teaching in the Hilo Boarding 
School for Boys, as principal, with one 
assistant teacher, and Rev. S. C. Lu- 
hiau as assistant in charge of the man- 
ual labor, department, which at that 
time consisted In ^keeping the grounds 
in order, and preparing'the native food 
after Hawaiian methods. Father Bond 
conducted the •business affairs of the 
school and .held the general supervi- 
sion. The principal was conscientious 
and faithful to the discharge of the re- 
sponsibilities devolving upon her. 


"In three years from the time of its 


opening, the pupils numbered/ 55 to 60, 
being the full capacity of the accom- 
modations. But the corps of assistants 
was at times inadequate, and at the 
close of the term in October, 1882, she 
resigned, which resulted in closing the 
school for a term of years. 


"In 1889, after fruitless endeavors 


through a, large correspondence and 
the agency of friends, to jsecure. anoth- 
er principal—which may foe noted as* 
an indication that teachers for schools 
were not as readily available as at the 
present time—and finding that his own 
failing health would prevent his ever 
again assuming the responsibilities of 
such a school. Father Bond deeded the 
property, in trust, to 'the Hawaiian 
Board. By a singular coincidence, 
there was at that time in Honolulu a 
tourist, or visitor, in the person of Miss 
Hiirietta Whittier, a relative of the 
wcH-kEOTTn poet*0f that name, who, 
on being interviewed by the officers of 
the Hawaiian Board, consented to as- 
sume charge of the school, selecting 
her own assistants. A board of mana- 
gers was appointed, and the school 
reopened October 21, 1889. 
. -"The number of pupils admitted the 
first rear was 21, and in the following 
year 29, and the attendance in 1891-92 
appears to have been 60. 


"The building had been improved 


and extended after the close of the first 
year. Various changes have taken 
place in the corps of teachers. The fac- 
ulty now numbers S.The attendance the 
past year, was 44, and at present date 
is 35, a number being unable to enter 
for want of ability to pay the moder- 
ate charge of f60 a year for board and 
tuition. It is not to be supposed that 
this charge will cover the current ex- 
penses of the establishment" 


We were at first limited by the Ha- 


waiian Board to this Island in the dis- 
tribution of our circulars. This, of 
course,-retarded the work. But now 
that the distribution is more wide- 
spread, the receipts are more encour- 
aging. Mr. C. M. Cooke has most gen- 
erously remembered us with $1,000. 
Probably about f WO of this will be put 
on the endowment fund, which will 
make about H.OOO for that purpose in 
tbe Kohala treasury. We have not yet 
beard from those appointed in other 
places to receive funds, but we have 
had so many encouraging answers»to 
onr circulars and so many promises of 
money, that we feel that we bare pros- 
pered. We are, at least, rich in kind 
friends, and we are very glad of this 
opportunity to thank them for all their 
sympathy and helpfulness.

Honoipu Freed. 


By telegraphic order of the Treasury 


Department yesterday the schooner 
Honoipu, which bottom and cargo had 
been confiscated by the Government on 
her arrival from Honolulu a few days 
ago, was released with a fine of $25. 
This was brought about through repre- 
sentations made to Washington by tel- 
egraph through Collector Jackson by 
Customs Broker Fred. Harper, acting 
for the owners. He showed that the 
fault In the vessel's papers arose chief- 
ly through the ignorance of the cus- 
toms collector at Sitka and of the 
American Consul at Honolulu. The 
tact was not brought out however, that 
primarily the difficulty arose through 
the wish of the vessel's owners to avoid 
pilotage of about $50, which they 
would have had to pay if the Honoipu 
had cleared for Honolulu via Sitka. 
Honolulu is still a foreign port Ves- 
sels clearing for foreign ports must 
pay pilotage. The Honoipt^ took out 
coasting papers merely and sailed for 
KilHssinoo. near Sitka, to take on a 
load of fish guano from the cannery 
refuse dumps there. At Sitka the cus- 
toms representative allOTred her to 
proceed to the Islands, in spite of ber 
coastwise papers, and at Honolulu 
the Consul made no change in her pa- 
pers. In this case the vessel IB worth 
MO.OOO and her cargo $80,000, all of 
which was risked by the owners, It is 
alleged, to save a pilotage pittance
